prison camp at Cumming, Ga., yes-

The “springing” set in motion 
one of the most determined man- 
hunts in recent years as news of 
the break and descriptions of the 
wanted men were flashed to au- 
thorities all over the state.

XON CO. 
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REVISING THE NEW DEAL 

Speaker Bankhead, of Alabama; Senator 
George, of Georgia, and other Democratic lead- 
ers in both houses of the congress are making 
it plain that the legislative bragch intends to 
dictate the program for the new session of 
congress, 

Every report from Washington indicates that 
the right wing of the party, headed by Vice 
President Garner and numbering in its ranks 
the majority of the experienced congressional 
stalwarts, intends to take charge of national 
policies from now on. 

This does not mean, however, that there will 
be any retreat from the worthy objectives of the 
New Deal. What it does mean is that the 
emergency which called that New Deal into 
being is now over. With more time, the con- 
gress intends to make a careful survey of the 
laws labeled New Deal, and of the governmental 
agencies charged with their administration. 

Undoubtedly, as said by Senator George this 
week, some of these laws were not perfectly 
written. They were, many of them, drawn up 
by theorists without practical legislative ex- 
perience and it is but to be expected that they 
contain various flaws. 

It is the duty of congress to discover these 
flaws and to so revise both the laws and their 
administration there shall be a nearer approach 
to complete achievement of the purpose for 
which the people believe they were designed. 

Both Speaker Bankhead and Senator George 
are quoted as citing the Wagner labor relations 
act, the social security act, the administration 
of relief, the crop control law, the farm act and 
the wage-hour law as examples which would be 
benefited by revision after a careful study of 
their provisions and the results of enforcement 
already achieved. 

Certainly, regardless of the ultimate fate of 
the proposed survey and recasting of these laws, 
there are many people in the country who feel 
that they are, each of them, faulty in their 
present form. 

It should be encouraging to the south, like- 
wise, to learn that southern representatives and 
senators are determined upon removal of. the 
discriminatory freight rates against. this sec- 
tion. This penalty against southern producers 
and southern industrialists has hung, like an in- 
tersectional tariff, on the economic neck of the 
south for more than half a century. . The south, 
at this session of congress, has a majority of 
the Democratic party. Certainly, if southern 
members stick together on this issue, the day is 
not far distant when the south shall be able to 
ship its products on an equal freight basis with 
any other section of the country. 

When that freight differential is removed, 
one of the primary obstacles to lifting this sec- 
tion out of the “economic problem number one,” 
category, will have been overcome. 

The congressional situation, as the new ses- 
Sion opens, holds promise, not of any abandon- 
ment of the high purpose of the Néw Deal, but 
of a proper revision of its instruments that shall 
remove the dangers, return the national prog- 
ress to the high road of Americanism as set out 
by the fathers, and assure of quicker and truer 
arrival at the goal sought. 

The New Deal is dealt. Now comes the play- 
ing of the hand in accordance with the rules of 
democratic America. 


TO TEST THE LINE 


Just as the modern airplane has not been 
proved in a major conflict, so it is with modern 
fortifications of the Maginot and Seigfried line 
types. There was, during the World War, a 
small scale preview in the assault on the Hin- 
denburg line, in which Allied troops reduced the 
defenses at terrific cost, yet that did not 
possess the strength of present-day fort-lines. 

Another such test, which will provide a clue. 
to the value of the more modern lines, is now 
being made in Spain as Franco drives toward 
Barcelona. In this latest offensive, the Insur- 
gent troops have driven forward over a 50-mile 
front, but have now reached a defense point 
constructed along the lines of the Maginot 
works. 


It has been estimated that, in the event of 
war, the Maginot line, or any similar fortifica- 
tion, would enable the damming back of an 
invading army for a period of three weeks, at 
the most. During this period, a country could 
be organized internally for action. There is 
littie hope such an organized defense couid 
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withstand modern armaments and troop conr 
centrations for a much longer period unless the 
pressure could be relieved by an offensive action 
at some other point. 

While the Spanish line is not believed com- 
parable to the expensive and completely self- 
sufficient Maginot line, it will nevertheless 
furnish a general indication of the value of 
such works and the period of “safety” they will 
provide. 

Spain has been the proving ground of mod- 
ern war—in manpower and the value of civilian 
armies against mercenaries; in civilian bombing 
and its effect; in modern tanks and in mobile 
troops against slower-shifting units; and now 
in the super-fortifications in which so much 
faith has been placed. 


AXIAL RIVALRIES 

The weak spot of the Rome-Berlin axis—a 
common interest in expansion through the 
Danubian basin and the Balkans—is showing 
up in the indifferent German support to Mus- 
solini’s feeble bluster against French African 
possessions. 

Italy, it is revealed in announcement of the 

visit of Foreign Minister Count Galeazzo Ciano 
to Yugoslavia, has no intention of abandoning 
its sphere of influence in the Balkans to Nazi 
expansion unless more weighty support is forth- 
coming for Il Duce’s dream of a new Roman 
empire girdling the Mediterranean sea. 
* Yugoslavia, a satellite in the Roman orbit, 
has long been at odds with Hungary over boarder 
territory acquired following the World War, and 
the trip of Count Ciano has been hailed as a 
mission for the settlement of this territorial 
problem, supplementing as it does his pre- 
Christmas journey to Budapest. 

Hungarians are expected to join Ciano and 
Yugoslav Premier Milan Stoyadinovich on a 
“hunting trip” near Belgrade, lending color to 
the belief Italy has cast herself in the role of 
mediator between the two countries. 

There have been hints in the past that Yugo- 
slavia was prepared to make a “symbolical ces- 
sion” of the Senta community, with a heavy 
Hungarian population, in return for a compli- 
menting cession by Italy of the city of Zara, 
on the Adriatic sea. Senta lies south of the 
Hungarian city of Szegedin and its cession 
would remove a Yugoslavian salient jutting into 
Hungary and Rumania. Zara, on the other 
hand, lies along the Yugoslavian coast far south 
of Fiume and is not connected by land to Italy. 
It has a population of 20,000 and constitutes an 
Italian land island without particular signifi- 
cance. If Canada, for example, was in posses- 
sion of Norfolk, Va., it would be a similar situa- 
tion. 

More important, in Italian eyes, than the 
settlement of the land problem will be increased 
prestige in a section now dominated from the 
Berlin end of the axis—Hungary. The settle- 
ment would undoubtedly bring closer cultural 
and commercial ties between Italy and Hungary 
as well as Yugoslavia, and open up a Roman 
trade road north across Czecho-Slovakia and 
into Poland. Should Rumania be brought into 
the bloc, Italy would then dominate the Balkans 
and the Danubian road to the east. 

This last is not a. pleasant prospect for Hit- 
ler, obsessed as he is with dreams of an Ukrain- 
ian nation lying athwart the continent. Italy 
is not a reliable ally under the best of circum- 
stances; certainly not a constant factor when 
drunk with its own power in Central Europe,

Now that the railroads are in a desperate sit- 
uation and bills will be introduced by combined 
labor and capital when congress assembles next 
week, the Hastings idea would seem to be worth 
at least a careful examination to determine 
whether any part of it is feasible. It is not revo- 
lutionary to the extent of calling for the abolition 
of private ownership and operation. 

One of his most attractive pleas has to do with 
combinations and co-ordination, as discussed for 
the last 20 years in the Prince plan and elsewhere.

When a man is in the wrong, and knows he is wrong, tactful 
criticism by a nobler man may prompt him to change his course; 
but pride and sullen resentment and perversity bind him closer to 
his error when he is berated and belittled by self-righteous neigh- 
bors who have faults equal to his. 

Nothing is more offensive to an individual, a state or a nation 
than holier-than-thou criticism by a rival. 

We feel a natural impulse to condemn the sins of others, if we 
can happen not to be sinning, for our moral indignation reveals 
our own present virtue. But our criticism does not serve the cause 
of peace or reform, for our record does not qualify us to be a judge. 

Germany and Japen and Russia are now guilty of brutalities 
that shock the world, but what nation has the right to condemn 
them? Certainly not ours, nor England. 

Do you remember the cruel folly that caused England so much 
trouble in India back in April, 1919? 

The World War was over. Humanity was sick of - bloodshed. 
The Indians, though demanding independence, were unarmed and 
harmless. Yet a British general, facing a noisy crowd of men, 
women and children, gave the order to fire upon them. Over three 
hundred fell dead, including infants in their mothers’ arms, and 
many more were wounded. 

They were, of course, an “inferior race.” 

Our own exhibition was simular. 

In March, 1906, eight yéars after we began to subdue the Fili- 
pinos, 900 Moros assembled in the crater of an extinct volcano, 
They were complete families, with children of all ages. 

Under command of General Wood, 600 of our soldiers climbed 
the slope of the volcano, dragged up field artillery, and bombarded 
the Moros at point-blank range for four days. Then they climbed 
down into the crater, fifty fet below, and finished the job in “hand- 
to-hand” fighting.” Not a woman or an infant remained alive. 

Our newspapers were decent enough to headline the story: 
“Women Slain in Moro Slaughter.” 

It is not a particular race that must be reformed and, civilized, 
but all mankind. And reform, like charity, must begin at home. 
Little progress will be made while cruelty, injustice and tyranny 


horrify us only when they appear in another land,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Two of 
the first bills to be dumped inic

A former soldier was found shot 
to death at his home on Conndlly

High Tribunal Permits 
Labor Board To Re- 
open Case Against River 
Rouge Plant of Ford. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(UP) 
“The supreme court, in its first ses- 
Sion of the new year, ruled today 
that the National Labor Relations 
Board may reopen its case against 
the Ford Motor Company’s River 
Rouge, Mich., plant, and agreed to 
review constitutionality of the 
New Deal’s latest AAA program 
for farmers. 

In the Ford case, Chief Justice | 
Charles Evans Hughes ruled that | 
circuit courts may remand cases 
to the NLRB whenever the board 
requests such action in order to 
institute further proceedings. The 
opinion was unanimous except for 
Justice Owen Robert, who did not | 
participate. 

The case arose 
company had appealed a 
and desist” order issued by the | 
labor board. The board subse- | 
quently asked and obtained the | 
circuit court’s permission to re- | 
open the case in order to correct 
possible procedural errors. 

Farm Program Test. 

Ford attorneys held that once a 
circuit court had achieved juris- 
diction in an NLRB case, it has no 
authority to remand the case to) 
the board. Hughes rejected the, 
contention. 

Acceptance of the farm pro- 
gram challenge marked the first 
time that the question of the act’s 
validity has reached the high tri- 
bunal since it invalidated the orig- 
inal AAA three years ago. The 
new program is designed to re- 
place the old legislation. 

The test involves the marketing 
quota system, and was instituted 
by a group of Georgia and Florida 
tobacco growers. In a referendum 
conducted last month by the AAA, | 
tobacco growers rejected imposi- | 
tion of the quotas, thus denying 
themselves. federal financial aid.

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 3.—(UP) 
A University of Southern Califor- 
nia psychology professor tonight 
announced that brain thought 
waves soon might supplement 
fingerprinting methods as an in- 
fallible method of identification. 


Dr. Lee E. Travis said that by 
a series of experiments he had 
proved that individual thought 
waves of the brain could be re- 
corded the same as fingerprints 
and that, as in the case of finger- 
printing, no two persons radiate 
identical thought waves. 


Dr. Travis has spent five years 
testing his theory. From his find- 
ings Dr. Travis has drawn these 
conclusions:

New ScheduleSet; Awaits 
Directors’ Approval 
January 16. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 3.—()— 
The Southern Association’s sched- 


ule committee, meeting here today, 
drew up the 1939 playing sched- 
ule for the season which opens 
April 14 and made several 
changes. Less than three hours 
was required to prepare the sched- 
ule. 


The committee, comprised of 
Larry Gilbert, Nashville, chair- 
man; Earl Mann, of Atlanta, and 
Robert Allen, of Knoxville, will 
submit the schedule to the league 
directors for ratification at a 
meeting in Atlanta on Monday, 
January 16. 

Instead of each 
making three trips around the 
circuit as in th epast, the new 
schedule draft provides for them 
to make four complete laps, play- 
ing three series of three games 
each and one series of two games. 

Each club was. scheduled to 
play 11 games with every other 
club at home and on the road. 
The entire schedule called for 154 
games for each of the eight clubs. 

The schedule committee took no 
action on the proposal to leave 
Monday dates open and card dou- 
ble-headers every Sunday. Gil- 
bert said this would be left to the 
discretion of the individual clubs. 
He said it was the privilege of the 
club to cancel Monday games and 
play double-headers on Sundays. 

The opening games were fixed 
at the December 5 meeting here 
as follows: Birmingham at New 
Orleans, Knoxville at Nashville, 
Little Rock at Memphis and Chat- 
tanooga at Atlanta. 

When the clubs change over 
New Orleans plays at Little Rock, 
Memphis at Birmingham, Nash- 
ville at Chattanooga and Atlanta 
at Knoxville.
